Basilica in Rome to the battle- 
scarred rice paddies of Viet­ 
nam, Christians the world over 
observed Holy Saturday today 
in preparation for the Easter 
celebration of Christ's resur­ 
rection. They prayed for peace 
in Vietnam and social justice. 
Holy Saturday recalls the pe­ 
riod 
of Christ's entombment 
and leads to the rejoicing of 
His resurrection. The 
Holy 
Saturday rites included 
the 
“blessing of the new fire," 
which starts a three • hour 
evening 
vigil ceremony in St. 


Peter's Basilica led by Pope 
Paul VI. 
The vigil service will be cli­ 
maxed with a Papal Mass of Joy 
shortly before midnight com­ 
memorating the resurrection 
of Christ. At the same time, 
the bells 
of Rome's 
400 
churches will ring, led by the 
10 • ton master bell atop St. 
Peter's Basilica at the Vatican. 
About 10,000 Easter Pilgrims 
were in Old Jerusalem. 
In the United States. Ameri­ 
cans will celebrate Christ's 
resurrection in hundreds of sun­ 
rise services on mountaintops, 
in park grottoes, in tiny church- 
Prairie Towns

Prairie fires killed a volun­ 
teer fireman and threatened 
two towns in Kansas and Mis­ 
souri during Friday's strong 
wind from the south. 
West of Holton, Kan., flames 
roared through two - foot - high 
grass at 40 miles an hour and 
caught a fire truck. 
Killed on the truck was Earl 
Hill, 24, who lived near Soldier, 
Kan. Injured were Karl Beast- 
er, Soldier's 
volunteer 
fire 
chief who was driving the truck; 
the Rev. Melvin Ammond, Meth­ 
odist minister; Don Jenkins and 
Clayton Pollock, all of Soldier. 
The fire raged over an esti­ 
mated 2,500 acres of grassland, 
most of it in the soil bank, 
along a path a mile wide and 
four miles long. 
Volunteers had to fight hard 
to save the towns of Mound 
City and Hatfield in Northwest 
Missouri.

Only a few onlookers were on 
hand as Leonid M. Kuschenko, 
master of the Russian vessel, 
came ashore in a small boat 
from the Coast Guard Cutter 
Storis. 
They were accompanied by Lt. 
John Malloy, operations officer 
of the Storis, who was board! lg 
officer when the Coast Guard 
put a prize crew aboard the 
Russian shrimp trawler, the 
SRTM 8-547, on Wednesday. 
The trawler and the Storis ar­ 
rived off Kodiak Friday after­ 
noon and anchored about two 
miles offshore. 
Police Chief Jack Rhines said 
there had been no Incident de­ 
spite the indignation of Kodiak 
fishermen against the Soviet 
fleet.

The trouble began with rioting 
Friday afternoon. Thirty were 
arrested. About half of these 
were students. 
Friday night several hundred 
youths threw rocks and bottles 
at cars. They broke the wind­ 


shield of a police cruiser. 
Police set up a command post 
on top of a restaurant at the 
beach and cautioned frolicking 
vacationers to "be calm ." 
Students continued to arrive 
from campuses of many states. 
Police said the total could reach 
30,000 by Easter Sunday. 
Police gave the students this 
message: Have a good time but 
obey the law. 
The warning followed a Good 
Friday riotous rampage quelled 
by helmeted police. 
"We want you to have fun, but 
we are not going to condone 
what went on out here yester­ 
day," said Police Chief Robert 
Johnston. "We are not trying to 
threaten anybody, but we are 
going to protect our city."

JERUSALEM, Jordan Sector 
(AP) - As church bi lls pealed, 
a Roman Catholic prelate lit 
a candle today 
symbolizing 
Christ’s resurrection. Thou­ 
sands 
of 
fervent pilgrims 
thronged the city on Holy Sat­ 
urday. 
The blessing of thi fir** was 
performed ;it dawn by Bishop 
Jacob Beltritti in Hie massive 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, 
built over the spot where Christ 
was believed crucified, burled 
and resurrected. 
Before the sun climbed over 
the rim of the Judean 
liills, 
liveried dragomen thumping the 
flagstones with silver-knobbed 
staffs preceded Bishop Beltritti 
into the rotunda of the church 
as hundreds of pilgrims bowed 
their heads in prayer. 
In front of the slablike Stone 
of Unction, where Jesus* body 
was anointed, spiced and 
in­ 
censed before burial, the bishop 
lit the candle to symbolize the 
light of the world rising from 
Christ’s tomb. 
Many pilgrims knelt on 
the 
floor and kissed the stone or 
rubbed rosaries and crucifixes 
on it. 
The holy fire ritual will 
be 
repeated 
in a 
month, 
when 
Eastern rite churches celebrate 
their Easter. The discrepancy 


in dates occurs because Eastern 
churches follow the Julian cal­ 
endar while Latin sects 
ob­ 
serve the Gregorian calendar. 
Elsewhere In the church, pil­ 
grims visited Calvary, now a 
richlv 
ornamented 
chapel, 
which was Christ’s marble- 
lined tomb. 
A procession wound from the 
chapel of St. Mary Magdalene 
past holy shrines to the chapel 
of the Apparition. 
Pontifical 
matins were to begin at mid­ 
night in the chapel of St. Mary 
Magdelene and the German Lu­ 
theran Church scheduled a sun­ 
rise Easter service Sunday at 
the garden tomb. 
About 10,000 Easter pilgrims 
were in Old Jerusalem. Some 
wore the blue lierets of the U.N. 
troops who supervise the zone 
dividing this city between Israel 
and Jordan. 
Pilgrims 
carrying crosses 
walked In rain along the Way of 
the Cross Friday as Jordanian 
desert troops guarded Jerus­ 
alem's shrines. 
Father Linus 
Cappiello, 
Franciscan cus­ 
todian of the Holy Land, led the 
pilgrims through Arab bazaars 
on the route Jesus took to Cal­ 
vary. 
Flags of diplomatic legations 
were 
at half - staff to mark 
Christ’s death.

The Federal Communications 
Commission also is looking into 
the computer Industry, but in 
connection with the possibility 
of instituting regulations cover­ 
ing the growing practice of 
transmission of computer dats 
by telephone lines.

NFO Lays Down 


Milk Price Demands 


CHICAGO (AP) -- The Na­ 
tional Farm ers Organization 
has demanded four-month con­ 
tracts from milk processors in 
its drive to increase milk prices 
to dairy farm ers by two cents a 
quart. 
At the same time the NFO 
threatened Friday to slaughter 
milk cows ir some areas unless 
the proposals 
are 
accepted 
soon. 
Various labor 
unions 
have 
joined the NFO in support of its 
milk - withholding campaign, 
while milk dumping continued 
in many areas of the 25 states 
affected by the boycott that be­ 
gan 11 days ago. 
The contracts reportedly were 
accepted by at least four milk 
processors In Minneapolis. 
Oren Lee Staley, president of 
the NFO, said from his Corning, 
Iowa, 
headquarters 
that the 
holdout would go on Indefinitely 
if milk processors spurn the 
contract offer. 
The proposal 
calls for immediate agreements 
that could be renewed for a full 
year at the end of the initial four 
months.

POOH CHARLIE SAYS1 
EASTER-TEST OF FAITH 
Easter is the test of faith, the nexus of life 
and death. 
Faith, as Christians know it in terms of re­ 
birth, resided in but a handful of those near the 
cross of Calvary 2,000 years ago. Two robbers 
hanged on either side of Jesus, scoffed and, ac­ 
cording to Matthew’s Gospel, said: 
“ If thou 
be the Son of God, come down from the cross.” 
Priests and elders chanted mockery: 
“He 
saved others; himself he cannot save.” 
Even Jesus, in his very real humanity, at least 
cried out in doubt: “ My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” 
Pain of death, fear of the unknown, darkness 
of doubt stand ready to joust with faith at any 
given moment in any human life. The radical 
theologian looks at life around him and pro­ 
nounces that God is dead. 
The youth of a 
materialistic, urbanized, electronically gad­ 
get! zed society wonders if there is truly any 
meaning in life. 
If it can be understood as both symbol and 
reality, Easter opens the inner eye to faith 
and all that it offers. 
We exist in a man-centered age. 
God is 
mocked even as Jesus was on the cross. What­ 
ever smacks of metaphysics is deployed by a 
pragmatic scientific clique. The mystery which 
cannot be explained by logic is ignored; there 
are too many exciting breakthroughs credited 
to human cogitation to worry about the enigma 
that defies explanation. 
Children grow up in cities devoid of natural 
wonders. 
Man did it all - built the towers of 
steel and concrete,

Man indeed can crucify 
himself. 
All he has made he can destroy. 
rT,be ruined city is still. Then comes a wind«. 
and with it seeds from far away, sifting down into 
cif^evfecte of exposed earth, hi time, grass grows, 
flowers blossom, and the shoots of small trees 
begin to rise. 
Man is dead, but God is not. 
How then is man to live? Is there any answer 
except faith? 
Only in the mind can God become moribund. 
And yet the mind, with its unique quality of will­ 
ful choice, is where the constant battle of evil 
and good is waged. 
A young mind, questing for a way to combat 
hypocrisy or searching for a path to peace, is 
like a flower blossoming in the rubble and ashes 
of the cities which we can build and ai&o destroy. 
The scientific mind, confined to a laboratory, 
is searching for secrets of life which will be 
good, not evil. The agronomist, teaching us how 
to feed starving millions, is the manifestation 
of God at work in man. 
Faith in man alone is false faith. It leads to 
the wail to God: “ Why hast thou forsaken me?” 
Easter brings the voice of God, loud and clear, 
saying that man is not forsaken. Easter was the 
answer to Christ’s plaintive cry. 
It speaks 
today to all doubters. 
For 2,000 years the 
faith has been put to the test - and has stood 
like a fort. In its darkest hours it has been re­ 
kindled. 
Easter is redemption and life-ongoing and out­ 
going. 
It confines the mockery of the thieves 
and the skepitcal elders to the world man leaves 
behind and transcends.

It has decided that the ma­ 
terials, movies, programs of 
the U. S. Information Agency 
are so good that the American

NEW YORK - Loud and clear, 
an old-fashioned trumpet call 
has just sounded through the 
nation’s fire houses by leaders 
of 10,000 of this city's fire­ 
fighters who crisply warn they 
will not answer conflagration 
alarms if they strike.

men" 
such as those who struck in 
Atlanta, Ga,, twice last sum­ 
mer. 
But it does sound like they're 
saying they'll not race out to 
burning buildings and homes. 
This call is not just the blast 
of angry rnen caught up in some 
overheated collective bargain­ 
ing 
with a city which has a 
force of firemen bigger than 
many national armies 
these 
days. 
It is the bolstering of the de­ 
mands made over the 
past 
eight months by some mighty 
red-hots inside the Interna­ 
tional Assn. of Fire Fighters 
(IAFF), AFL-CIO 
the 
New 
Yorkers parent union. 
Pressure from this big city 
■ force and especially, I'm told, 
from the Buffalo, N.Y., depart­ 
ment, has resulted in the crea­ 
tion of a nine-man commission 
by the IAFF to take “ a fresh 
look at our union's entire realm 
of negotiating procedures in­ 
cluding the questions of whether 
changes in our traditional 'no- 
strike* policy should be ser­ 
iously considered" according 
to president Bill Buck. 
And the <g>m mission has been 
seriously considering it 
for 
months now under the chair­ 
manship of George Harrison 
(AFL-CIO vice-president) and 
the vice . chairmanship 
of 
Father Philip J. Carey, a most 
level-headed 
specialist 
In 
labor-management relations in 
civil service. 
The commission, of course, 
has outsiders on it. In addition 
to Father Carey there is Percy 
Bugbee, general manager of the 
National Fire Protection Assn.. 
of Boston, Mass. 
Bill Buck, himself a former 
fire captain in St. Louis, con­ 
jured up the commission idea 
shortly after the tough Atlanta 
strikes. Last summer some 500 
firefighters in an independent 
union hit the bricks, sent their 
wives onto the picket line and 
kept their children from 
the 


i 
* 
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schools because there was such 
danger from fires after the men 
quit. 
The city struck back - hard. 
The men were suspended. New 
cadres were hired. And after 
the smoke cleared, the force 
which went back to work did 
mighty well in pay hikes and 
longer fringes. 
Immediately the cry sounded 
in the fire houses across the 
country - some men suffered, 
but look what a strike 
ac­ 
complished. 


Bill Buck and his colleagues 
appointed 
the 
commission, 
saying that this “ new generation 
of men” just don’t want to work 
the long hours for the kind of 
pay earned in 
thousands of 
municipalities. 
Just last March 15 and 16, 
the commission met in Wash­ 
ington’s Hotel Statler. 
They 
heard strike talk - and such 
alternatives as 
compulsory 
arbitration. 
They are moving slowly, but 
a hot wind blows on them. 
The heat is on from the big 
forces. There have been strikes 
in Lansing, Mich., St. Louis, 
Kansas City and two 
Ohio 
cities, Warren and Struthers, as 
well as Atlanta. 
Certainly, Bill Buck says; 
“Meanwhile the 
continuing 
policy of the IAFF will be 
against strikes or work stop­ 
pages under any guise by its 
members." 
This has not discouraged the 
huge New York force. Its lead­ 
ers say they can strike (and at 
a recent membership rally, one 
heard the shouts of “Burn, baby, 
burn") though the national pol­ 
icy is against such awesome 
walkouts. 
“ As a union our 
voluntary 
acceptance 
of a 'no-strike' 
clause" said a recent editorial 
in Trumpet, the New York fire­ 
fighters union publication, “ has 
proved our greatest weakness 
when the bargaining becomes 
tough. Both the City and Fire 
Dept, know we have a 'no­ 
strike' clause and 
whether 
openly or subtly, they used It 
to their advantage and our dis­ 
advantage. 
“When we view the gains made 
by transit, nurses, doctors 
sanitation and welfare through 
strike action we must pause and 
think how foolish we have been 
to disarm ourselves so thor- 
oughly. 
“ There is at this very time 
a study being conducted by our 
international union in regard 
to the 'no-strike* c! "»se. From 
our experience we know what 
answer we will be seeking." 
If they do get the “ answer" 
they want, the public may for­ 
get the ghastliness of the trade, 
and roar in retort. 
Let there be justice to these 
men of such a dangerous pur­ 
suit. But the public Is not for 
burning.

“gee whiz stuff” of cryogenics.

Pesco, a division of the 
B o rg -W a rn e r Corp., builds 
e l e c t r i c motors and fuel 
pumps for the insides of some 
of this country’s space rock 
ets, the ones fueled with li­ 
quid oxygen and liquid hydro 
gen. The fuel is, by nature, 
about -459 degrees F. 
As anyone who has had 
electric motors freeze up in 
subzero temperatures can im­ 
agine,

That means he will be 
drawing a pension of at least 
$175 a month (plus increases that 
are expected from year to year) 
for a full forty years. In other 
words, he works twenty years, 
hut is paid for sixty years. 
Some will argue that after he 
retires as a seaman he will take 
another job. Thi« is probably 
true, hut the cost of his twenty 
years of work to American ship­ 
pers will he the total amount of 
pay he receives over the sixty 
year period. This has nothing to 
do with whatever he may earn in 
other ways following his retire­ 
ment. It is generally known, I 
believe, that the shipping compa­ 
nies do not and cannot pay these 
high emoluments. They mostly 
are operating cost subsidies by 
the federal government to the 
extent of approximately $200 
million a year, not counting con­ 
struction cost subsidies. That 
subsidy comes out of the pockets 
of the American taxpayers and 
has nothing to do with the non­ 
existent earnings of the shipping 
companies. Shipping costs are 
based on the twenty years of 
service rendered by this man, 
plus the pensiops ho receives for 
the ensuing forty years. Many 
Americans such as nivself con-* 
tinue to work on to sixty-five, 
seventy and seventy-five years 
of age in order to have some­ 
thing to contribute toward the 
pension of this young man who 
retires at age thirty-eight. 
The wage level of American 
seamen is four times as much as 
foreign seamen, and the ships 
they sail cost twice as much as 
ships built abroad. The govern­ 
ment (not the operator) pays 72 
cents out of every dollar in wages 
earned aboard a subsidized ship. 
That is why our American ships 
would be off the seas entirely 
were it not for the federal sub­ 
sidy. It is also one of the very 
important reasons why our coun­ 
try is losing, in fact has long 
since already lost, its competitive 
position, not to mention leader­ 
ship in maritime transportation. 
Not enough is being produced 
for every worker to retire at age 
thirty-eight and be maintained 
the rest of his life on pension. 
Some are able to do so only be­ 
cause they have succeeded in 
high-jacking other Americans 
who must continue to work at 
advanced ages. Do you see any­ 
thing fair or just about that? It 
illustrates the well known maxim 
that every government interven­ 
tion in the economic activities of 
the people means less goods and 
services at higher prices for the 
public.

These sam e farm ers 
use chem ical weed control on 
alm ost 100% of the cotton and 
corn acreage. Why the big dif­ 
ference in em phasis 
on weed 
control? Many 
of our farm ­ 
e rs have told me that it’s much 
e a sie r to get good weed con­ 
tro l in cotton or corn. I wond­ 
e r 
is this 
really true, o r do 
we spend m ore tim e and money 
trying to get good 
weed con­ 
trol in cotton o r corn and put 
less em phasis on soybean weed 


control. 
The 1967 chem ical weed con­ 
tro l recom m endations for soy­ 
beans contains the nam es and 
recom m ended rate of sev eral 
m aterials that have been tried 
and proven.

BLOOMFIELD — Soil testing 
activities 
have 
been delayed 
considerably by rainy weather 
for this year, and the spring 
planting season is rapidly ap­ 
proaching. Consequently, far­ 
mers are urged to have 
soil 
tested as soon as possible now 
so that they will have their fer­ 
tilizer and lime recommenda­ 
tions back fromthe laboratory 
before they need them. During 
the spring rush, two weeks are 
often required from the time 
you bring your soil sample to 
the Extension Center until you 
receive your fertilizer 
and 
tions from the laboratory. 
A soil test is your best guide 
as to the kind of amount 
of 
fertilizer to apply. The fertili­ 
ser that produces the best re­ 
sults 
is the fertilizer 
that 
contains the plant food elements 
needed by your soU. The soil 
test is actually a measurement 
of the plant food content of your 
soiL From this test, the amount 
of each plant 
food 
element 
needed by your 
soil 
can be 
calculated, and 
fertilizer and 
lime recommendations can be 
made to take care of the needs 
involved. As a general rule, 
considerable money is 
re­ 
quired to apply the fertilizer 
and lime needed for the most 
profitable 
crop yield. Conse­ 
quently, it is very important 
that you treat the soil in such 
a way as to realize the highest 
possible 
returns from 
the 
money spent. 
It is very important that your 
soil sample be properly taken 
as your soil test and fertilizer 
and lime recommendations that 
you receive from the laboratory 
can only be as good as the soil 
sample which you bring to the 
Extension Center for testing. 
Your sample should be taken 
in 
such a way as to represent 
the average fertility conditions 
of your field. Each should not 
represent more than about 20 
to 25 acres for 
best results. 
Separate samples should 
be 
taken for each type of soil in 
the field, for hill and bottom 
land where both are involved 
in the field, and where a dif­ 
ferent parts 
of the field have 
been fertilized, lim e^ 
or 
cropped differently. 
Each sample should be made 
up of soil taken from different 
Diaces throughout the field or 


that portion of the field to be 
included in one sample. We sug­ 
gest that soil be taken from at 
least 12 to 15 places throughout 
the field or that portion of the 
field to be included in 
one 
sam ple. At each of these places, 
soil should be taken down 
to 
a depth of seven inches. Where 
an 
auger or soil test tube is 
used, this is simply a m atter of 
working the auger or ube into 
the soil to a seven inch depth 
and depositing the soil from the 
auger into a pail or other such 
container. If a spade or shovel 
is used, dig a hole seven 
to 


eight inches deep, take a thin 
slice from the side of the hole 
down to this depth, and deposit 
the soil into the container. The 
soil taken from all places in the 
field o r portion of the field to 
be involved In one 
sample 
should be collected in the con­ 
tainer together. It is very im­ 
portant that the soil be mixed 
thoroughly, and this means that 
it is extremely imporant that 
the soil be well pulverized. In 
case the soil is too wet to pul­ 
verize, it should be spread 
out on a clean surface to dry. 


When the soil is dry, pul­ 
verize and mix it will, and take 
about a teacup full of this mix­ 
ture for your sample. 
Place 
it in a clean paper bag or oth­ 
e r such container, and take it to 
your County University Exten­ 
sion Center. There, you will be 
asked for information concern­ 
ing the characteristics of the 
field including crops 
grown 
during 
the past two 
years, 
fertilizer and lime applied, and 
yields 
obtained, all of 
which 
will be used along with the soil 
test 
to give you the 
best 
possible fertilizer and 
lime 
recommendations. Then, your 
sample along with the 
infor­ 
mation obtained will be sent to 
the Area Soil Laboratory 
at 
Portageville. After your sam ­ 
ple has been tested, your fertili­ 
zer and lime recommendations 
will be mailed from the labora­ 
tory directly to you. If 
you 
should need additional informa­ 
tion about your soil test 
or 
fertilizer 
and 
lime recom­ 
mendations after your receive 
them, your County Extension 
Agents will be glad to discuss

“ If thou 
be the Son of God, come down from the cross.” 
Priests and elders chanted mockery: 
“lie 
saved others; himself he cannot save.” 
Even Jesus, in his very real humanity, at least 
cried out in doubt: “My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” 
Pain of death, fear of the unknown, darkness 
of doubt stand ready to joust with faith at any 
given moment in any human life. The radical 
theologian looks at life around him and pro­ 
nounces that God is dead. 
The youth of a 
materialistic, urbanized, electronically gad- 
getized society wonders if there is truly any 
meaning in life. 
If it can be understood as both symbol and 
reality, Easter opens the inner eye to faith 
and all that it offers. 
We exist in a man-centered age. 
God is 
mocked even as Jesus was on the cross. What­ 
ever smacks of metaphysics is deployed by a 
pragmatic scientific clique. The mystery which 
cannot be explained by logic is ignored; there 
are too many exciting breakthroughs credited 
to human cogitation to worry about the enigma 
that defies explanation. 
Children grow up in cities devoid of natural 
wonders. 
Man did it all - built the towers of 
steel and concrete, 
covered the land with 
asphalt, covered the asphalt with automobiles, 
and invented planes which fly so high the rivers, 
valleys and trees are as impersonal as a tinted 
map in a child’s geography book. Progress is 
the religion. Whatever men wish to do they can 
do, we tell ourselves. Who needs God? God is 
dead. 
But then, of course, each man dies, too. And 
if he does, what was all the hurry about? What 
did his inventive mind and his religion of pro­ 
gress accomplish? 
Easter Day sings out the anitphonal response. 
Picture one of those great cities of modern 
man reduced to rubble and destroyed flesh by 
one nuclear bomb. 
Man indeed can crucify 
himself. 
All he has made he can destroy. 
The ruined city is still. Then comes a wind, 
and with it seeds from far away, sifting down into 
D evices of exposed earth. In time, grass grows, 
flowers blossom, and the shoots of small trees 
begin to rise. 
Man is dead, but God is not. 
How then is man to live? Is there any answer 
except faith? 
Only in the mind can God become moribund. 
And yet the mind, with its unique quality of will­ 
ful choice, is where the constant battle of evil 
and good is waged. 
A young mind, questing for a way to combat 
hypocrisy or searching for a path to peace, is 
like a flower blossoming in the rubble and ashes 
of the cities which we can build and also destroy. 
The scientific mind, confined to a laboratory, 
is searching for secrets of life which will be 
good, not evil. The agronomist, teaching us how 
to feed starving millions, is the manifestation 
of God at work in man. 
Faith in man alone is false faith. It leads to 
the wail to God: “ Why hast thou forsaken me?” 
Easter brings the voice of God, loud and clear, 
saying that man is not forsaken. Easter was the 
answer to Christ’s plaintive cry. 
It speaks 
today to all doubters. 
For 2,000 years the 
faith has been put to the test - and has stood 
like a fort. In its darkest hours it has been re­ 
kindled. 
Easter is redemption and life - ongoing and out­ 
going. 
It confines the mockery of the thieves 
and the skepitcal elders to the world man leaves 
behind and transcends.

It has decided that the 
ma­ 
terials, movies, programs of 
the U. S. 
Information Agency 
are so good that the American 
people should be permitted to 
see and read the same informa­ 
tion which is sent to 
the peo­ 
ple of Russia, Africa, 
China 
and 
the rest of the world. 
Hitherto, 
this information 
was banned from the American 
public 
by law — and still is. 
The American people are not 
permitted to see the film on the 
life of John F . Kennedy or oth­ 
er material - unless congress 
passes a special act giving per­ 
mission. 
This ban, called Public Law 
402, 
was passed because 
of

Some of the news 
agencies, AP, UPI, and some 
of the TV executives were also 
fearful of government

petition. 
So one of the jobs of the UJ>. 
Advisory Commission on

FIREFIGHTERS REVOLT: 
Demand Their National Union 
Junk Constitutional Ban on Fire 
Strikes Across the Nation. 
NEW YORK - Loud and clear, 
an old-fashioned trumpet call 
has just sounded through the 
nation’s fire houses by leaders 
of 10,000 of this city’s 
fire­ 
fighters who crisply warn they 
will not answer conflagration 
alarm s if they strike. 
And they do plan to strike. 
This trumpet call is, in ef­ 
fect, a blunt appeal to 
over 
100,000 other firemen in sta­ 
tions ranging from Puerto Rico 
to the edge of Vancouver - for 
the junking of their international 
union’s 
49-year-old “ no­ 
strike” 
clause in their con­ 
stitution. 
Perhaps they know not 
they say. 
Perhaps the 
yells which returned the trum­ 
pet calls well up from “ the 
younger generation of 
men” 
such as those who struck 
in 
Atlanta, Ga., twice last sum­ 
m er. 
But it does sound like they’re 
saying they’ll not race out to 
burning buildings and homes. 
This call is not just the blast 
of angry men caught up in some 
overheated collective bargain­ 
ing 
with a city which 
has a 
force of firemen bigger than 
many national armies 
these 
days. 
It is the bolstering of the de­ 
mands made over the 
past 
eight months by some mighty 
red-hots inside the Interna­ 
tional Assn. of Fire Fighters 
(IAFF), 
AFL-CIO 
the 
New 
Yorkers parent union. 
Pressure from this big 
city 
• force and especially, I’m told, 
from the Buffalo, N.Y., depart­ 
ment, has resulted in the crea­ 
tion of a nine-man commission 
by the IAFF to take “ a fresh 
look at our union's entire realm 
of negotiating procedures in­ 
cluding the questions of whether 
changes in our traditional ‘no­ 
strike’ policy should be se r­ 
iously considered,” according 
to president Bill Buck. 
And the commission has been 
seriously considering it 
for 
months now under the chair­ 
manship of George Harrison 
(AFL-CIO vice-president) and 
the vice - chairmanship 
of 
Father Philip J. Carey, a most 
level-headed 
specialist 
in 
labor-management relations in 
civil service. 
The commission, of course, 
has outsiders on it. In addition 
to Father Carey there is Percy 
Bugbee, general manager of the 
National Fire Protection Assn.. 
of Boston, Mass. 
Bill Buck, himself a 
form er 
fire captain in St, Louis, con­ 
jured up the commission idea 
shortly after the tough Atlanta 
strikes. Last summer some 500 
firefighters in an independent 
union hit the bricks, sent their 
wives onto the picket line and 
kept their children from 
the 


schools because there was such 
danger from fires after the men 
quit. 
The city struck back - hard. 
The men were suspended. New 
cadres were hired. And after 
the smoke cleared, the 
force 
which went back to work did 
mighty well in pay hikes and 
longer fringes. 
Immediately the cry sounded 
in the fire houses across the 
country - some men suffered, 
but look what a strike 
ac­ 
complished. 


Bill Buck and his colleagues 
appointed 
the 
commission, 
saying that this “ new generation 
of men” just don’t want to work 
the long hours for the kind of 
pay 
earned 
in 
thousands of 
municipalities. 
Just last March 15 and 
16, 
the commission met in Wash­ 
ington’s Hotel Statler. 
They 
heard strike talk - and 
such 
alternatives as 
compulsory 
arbitration. 
They are moving slowly, but 
a hot wind blows on them. 
The heat is on from the big 
forces. There have been strikes 
in Lansing, Mich., St. 
Louis, 
Kansas City and two 
Ohio 
cities, W arren and Struthers, as 
well as Atlanta. 
Certainly, Bill Buck says; 
“ Meanwhile the 
continuing 
policy of the IAFF will be 
against strikes or work stop­ 
pages under any guise by 
its 
m em bers.” 
This has not discouraged the 
huge New York force. Its lead­ 
e rs say they can strike (and at 
a recent membership rally, one 
heard the shouts of “ Burn, baby, 
burn” ) though the national pol­ 
icy is against such awesome 
walkouts. 
“ As a union our 
voluntarj 
acceptance 
of a 
‘no-strike1 
clause” said a recent editorial 
in Trumpet, the New York fire­ 
fighters union publication, “ hai 
proved our greatest weakness 
when the bargaining becomes 
tough. 
Both the City and Fire 
Dept, know we have a ‘no­ 
strike* clause and 
whethei 
openly or subtly, they used 1 
to their advantage and our dis­ 
advantage. 
“ When we view the gains mad* 
by 
transit, 
nurses, 
doctor: 
sanitation and welfare throug] 
strike action we must pause an< 
think how foolish we have beei 
to disarm ourselves so thor« 
oughly. 
“ There is at this very tim* 
a study being conducted by oui 
international union in regar* 
to the ‘no-strike’ t! -"se. Fron 
our experience we know wha 
answer we will be seeking.’ 
If they do get the “ answer* 
they want, the public may for­ 
get the ghastliness of the trade 
and roar in retort. 
Let there tie justice to then* 
men of such a dangerous pur­ 
suit. 
But the public is not fo; 
burning.

EASTER-TEST OF FAITH 
Easter Is the test of faith, the nexus of life 
and death. 
Faith, as Christians know it in terms of re­ 
birth, resided in but a handful of those near the 
cross of Calvary 2,000 years ago. Two robbers 
hanged on either side of Jesus, scoffed and, ac­ 
cording to Matthew’s Gospel, said: 
“ If thou 
be the Son of God, come down from the cross.” 
Priests and elders chanted mockery: 
“He 
saved others; himself he cannot save.” 
Even Jesus, in his very real humanity, at least 
cried out in doubt: “ My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” 
Pain of death, fear of tne unknown, darkness 
of doubt stand ready to joust with faith at any 
given moment in any human life. The radical 
theologian looks at life around him and pro­ 
nounces that God is dead. 
The youth of a 
materialistic, urbanized, electronically gad­ 
get! zed society wonders if there is truly any 
meaning in life. 
If it can be understood as both symbol and 
reality, Easter opens the inner eye to faith 
and all that it offers. 
We exist in a man-centered age. 
God is 
mocked even as Jesus was on the cross. What­ 
ever smacks of metaphysics is deployed by a 
pragmatic scientific clique. The mystery which 
cannot be explained by logic is ignored; there 
are too many exciting breakthroughs credited 
to human cogitation to worry about the enigma 
that defies explanation. 
Children grow up in cities devoid of natural 
wonders. 
Man did it all - built the towers of 
steel and concrete, 
covered the land with 
asphalt, covered the asphalt with automobiles, 
and invented planes which fly so high the rivers, 
valleys and trees are as impersonal as a tinted 
map in a child’s geography book. Progress is 
the religion. Whatever men wish to do they can 
do, we tell ourselves. Who needs God? God is 
dead. 
But then, of course, each man dies, too. And 
if he does, what was all the hurry about? What 
did his inventive mind and his religion of pro­ 
gress accomplish? 
Easter Day sings out the anitphonal response. 
Picture one of these great cities of modern 
man reduced to rubble and destroyed flesh by 
one nuclear bomb. 
Man indeed can crucify 
himself. 
All he has made he can destroy. 
The ruined city is still. Then comes a wind,, 
and with it seeds from far away, sifting down into 
crevices of exposed earth. In time, grass grows, 
flowers blossom, and the shoots of small trees 
begin to rise. 
Man is dead, but God is not. 
How then is man to live? Is there any answer 
except faith? 
Only in the mind can God become moribund. 
And yet the mind, with its unique quality of will­ 
ful choice, is where tile constant battle of evil 
and good is waged. 
A young mind, questing for a way to combat 
hypocrisy or searching lur a path to peace, is 
like a flower blossoming in the rubble and ashes 
of the cities which we can build and also destroy. 
The scientific mind, confined to a laboratory, 
is searching for secrets of life which will be 
good, not evil. The agronomist, teaching us how 
to feed starving millions, is the manifestation 
of God at work in man. 
Faith in man alone is false faith. It leads to 
the wail to God: “ Why hast thou forsaken me?” 
Easter brings the voice of God, loud and clear, 
saying that man is not forsaken. Easter was the 
answer to Christ’s plaintive cry. 
It speaks 
today to all doubters. 
For 2,000 years the 
faith has been put to the test - and has stood 
like a fort. In its darkest hours it has been re­ 
kindled. 
Easter is redemption and life-ongoing and out­ 
going. 
It confines the mockery of the thieves 
and the skepitcal elders to the world man leaves 
behind and transcends.

FIREFIGHTERS REVOLT: 
Demand Their National Union 
Junk Constitutional Ban on Fire 
Strikes Across the Nation. 
NEW YORK - Loud and clear, 
an old-fashioned trumpet call 
has just sounded through the 
nation's ftre houses by leaders 
of 10,000 of this city's 
fire­ 
fighters who crisply warn they 
will not answer conflagration 
alarms if they strike. 
And they do plan to strike. 
This trumpet call is, in ef­ 
fect, a blunt appeal to over 
100,000 other firemen in sta­ 
tions ranging from Puerto Rico 
to the edge of Vancouver - for 
the junking of their International 
union's 
49-year-old “ no­ 
strike’’ clause In their con­ 
stitution. 
Perhaps they know not 
they say. 
Perhaps the 
yells which returned the trum­ 
pet calls well up from “the 
younger generation of 
men” 
such as those who struck in 
Atlanta, Ga., twice last sum­ 
mer. 
But it does sound like they're 
saying they'll not race out to 
burning buildings and tomes, 
This call Is not just the blast 
of angry men caught up in some 
overheated collective bargain­ 
ing 
wlHi a city which 
has a 
force of firemen bigger than 
many national armies 
these 
days. 
It is the bolstering of the de­ 
mands made over the 
past 
eight months by some mighty 
red-tots inside the Interna­ 
tional Assn. of Fire Fighters 
(IAFF), AFL-CIO 
the 
New 
Yorkers parent union. 
Pressure from this big city 
• force and especially, i’m told, 
from the Buffalo, N.Y., depart­ 
ment, has resulted In the crea­ 
tion of a nine-man commission 
by Hu? IAFF to take “ a fresh 
look at our union's entire realm 
of negotiating procedures In­ 
cluding Hu questions of whether 
changes in our traditional 'no- 
strike' policy should be ser­ 
iously considered,” according 
to president Bill Buck. 
And the cpmmission lias been 
seriously considering It 
for 
months now under the chair­ 
manship of George Harrison 
(AFL-CIO vice-president) and 
the vice . chairmanship 
of 
Father Philip J. Carey, a most 
level-headed 
specialist 
in 
labor-managemcnt relations in 
civil service. 
The commission, of course, 
has outsiders on It, In addition 
to Father Carey there is Percy 
BugUe, general manager oft!* 
National Fire Protection Assn. 
of Boston, Mass. 
Bill Buck, himself a 
former 
fire captain in St, trouts, con­ 
jured u;j the commission Idea 
shortly after Uh tough Atlanta 
strikes, Last summer some 500 
firefighters In an Independent 
union hit the bricks, sent their 
wives onto the picket line and 
kept their children from 
tin- 


schools because there was such 
danger from fires after the men 
quit. 
The city struck back - hard. 
The men were suspended. New 
cadres were hired. And after 
the smoke cleared, the 
force 
which went back to work did 
mighty well In pay hikes and 
longer fringes. 
Immediately the cry sounded 
in the fire houses across the 
country - some men suffered, 
but look what a strike 
ac­ 
complished. 


Bill Buck and his colleagues 
appointed 
the 
commission, 
saying that this “ new generation 
of men” just don't want to work 
the long hours for the kind of 
pay earned 
In 
thousands of 
municipalities. 
Just last March 15 and 
16, 
the commission met In Wash­ 
ington's Hotel Statler. 
They 
heard strike talk - and such 
alternatives as 
compulsory 
arbitration. 
They are moving slowly, but 
a hot wind blows on them. 
The heat is on from the big 
forces. There have been strikes 
in Lansing, Mtch., St. Louis, 
Kansas City and two 
Ohio 
cities, Warren andStruthers, as 
well as Atlanta. 
Certainly, Bill Buck says; 
“ Meanwhile the 
continuing 
policy of the IAFF will be 
against strikes or work stop­ 
pages under any guise by 
Its 
members.” 
This has not discouraged the 
huge New York force. Its lead­ 
ers say they can strike (and at 
a recent membership rally, one 
heard Hie shouts of “ Burn, baby, 
burn” ) ttough Hie national pol­ 
icy is against such awesome 
walkouts. 
“ As a union our 
voluntary 
acceptance 
of a 'no-strike* 
clause” said a recent editorial 
In Trumpet, the New York fire­ 
fighters union publication, “ lias 
proved our greatest weakness 
when the bargaining becomes 
tougtu 
Both Hie City and Fire 
Dept, know we have a ‘no- 
strike’ clause and 
whether 
openly or subtly, they used It 
to their advantage and our dis­ 
advantage. 
“ When we view the gains made 
by 
transit, 
nurses, 
doctors 
sanitation and welfare through 
strike action we must pause and 
think tow foolish we have been 
to disarm ourselves so thor­ 
oughly, 
“ There Is at this very time 
a study tieing conducted by our 
international union in regard 
to the 'no-strtke* t? •••ie, From 
our experience we know what 
answer we will Im* seeking.” 
If they do get the “ answer” 
they want, the public may for­ 
get the ghastliness of the trade, 
and roar in retort. 
Let there to* justice to thens 
men of such a dangerous pur­ 
suit. 
But the public Is not for 
burning.

That means he will he 
drawing a pension of at least 
$175 a month (plus increases that 
are expected from year to year) 
for a full forty years. In other 
words, he works twenty years, 
hut is paid for sixty years. 
Some will argue that after he 
retires as a seaman he will take 
another job. This is probably 
true, hut the cost of his twenty 
years of work to American ship­ 
pers will in* the total amount of 
pay he receives over the sixty 
year period. This has nothing to 
do wdth whatever he may earn in 
other ways following his retire­ 
ment. It is generally known, I 
believe, that the shipping compa­ 
nies do not ami cannot pay these 
high emoluments. They mostly 
are operating cost subsidies by 
the federal government to the 
extent of approximately $200 
million a year, not counting con­ 
struction cost subsidies. That 
subsidy comes out of the pockets 
of the American taxpayers and 
has nothing to do with the non­ 
existent earning* of the shipping 
companies. Shipping costs are 
based on the twenty years of 
service rendered by this man, 
plus the pension* he receives for 
the ensuing forty years. Many 
Americans such a* myself con-* 
tinue to work on to sixty-five, 
seventy and seventy-five years 
of age in order to have some­ 
thing to contribute toward the 
pension of this young man who 
retires at age thirty-eight. 
The wage level of American 
seamen is four times as much as 
foreign seamen, and the ships 
they sail cost twice as much as 
ships built abroad. The govern­ 
ment (not the operator) pays 72 
cent* out of every dollar in wages 
earned alma rd a subsidised ship. 
That is why our American ships 
would be off the seas entirely 
were it not for the federal sub­ 
sidy. It is also one of the very 
important reasons why our coun­ 
try is losing, in fact has long 
since already lost, its competitive 
position, not to mention leader­ 
ship in maritime transportation. 
Not enough is being produced 
for every worker to retire at age 
thirty-eight and be maintained 
the rest of his life on pension. 
Some are able to do so only be­ 
cause they have succeeded in 
high jerking other 
Americans 
who must continue to work at 
advanced ages. Bo you see an y­ 
thing fair or just about that? It 
illustrates the well known maxim 
that every government interven­ 
tion in the economic activities of 
the people means less goods and 
services st higher prices for the 
public.

ision, a list of tornado safety 
rules. Miss Robertson

ference between life and death. 
Compiled by the U.S. Depart­ 
ment 
of Commerce 
Weather 
Bureau, the rules tell what to 
do in the open country, in cit­ 
ies and towns, in homes and ir. 
schools when a tornado is ap­ 
proaching. 
Here they are; 
In open country - Move away 
from the tornado’s 
path at a 
right angle. If there is no time 
to escape, lie flat in the near­ 
est depression, such as a ditch 
or ravine. Be sure there are no 
electrical lines overhead.

shelter, preferably in a 
tornado cellar,

CHARLESTON - According to 
information just released by the 
agricultural 
statisticians of­ 
fice we harvested 138,000acres 
of 
soybeans

county last year. This repre­ 
sents

over 1965 but we must 
also remember that the total 
acreage of soybeans continues 
to Increase each year regard­ 
less of 
federal programs or 
weather conditions. 
Weed control continues to be 
one of the major problems fac­ 
ing soybean producers. Farm­ 
ers in this are have never at­ 
tempted 
chemical weed con­ 
trol on more than 50% 
of the 
soybean acreage planted in any 
one year. These same farmers 
use chemical weed control on 
almost 100% of the cotton and 
corn acreage. Why the big dif­ 
ference in emphasis 
on weed 
control? Many 
of our farm­ 
ers have told me that it’s much 
easier to get good weed con­ 
trol in cotton or corn. I wond­ 
er 
is this reaUy true, or do 
we spend more time ami money 
trying to get good 
weed con­ 
trol in cotton or corn and put 
less emphasis on soybean weed 


control. 
The 1967 chemical weed con­ 
trol recommendations for soy­ 
beans contains the names and 
recommended rate of several 
materials that have been tried 
and proven. Any one of these 
materials 
will help 
control 
weeds lf properly used. Cost, 
soil type, 
the type of 
weeds 
and the length of time control, 
is desired will determine which 
chemical to use. 


In some 
fields 
grass 
and 
weeds take enough plant 
food 
and moisture 
that profitable 
soybean production Is extreme­ 
ly difficult. Think 
back for a 
minute, what was your average 
soybean yield last year and the 
year before. Did you have fields 
where 
grass

BLO O M FIELD — Soil testing 
activities 
have 
been delayed 
considerably by rainy weather 
for this year, and the spring 
planting season Is rapidly ap­ 
proaching. Consequently, far­ 
m ers are urged to have 
soil 
tested as soon as possible now 
so that they w ill have their fer­ 
tiliz e r and Ume recommenda­ 
tions back fromthe laboratory 
before they need them. During 
the spring rush, two weeks are 
often required from the time 
you bring your soli sample to 
the Extension Center until you 
receive your fertilizer 
and 
tlons from the laboratory. 
A soil test is your best guide 
as to the kind of amount 
of 
fertiliz er to apply. The fe rtili­ 
zer that produces the best re­ 
sults 
Is the fertilizer 
that 
contains the plant food elements 
needed by your soil. The soil 
test Is actually a measurement 
of the plant food content of your 
soil. From this test, the amqunt 
of each plant 
food 
element 
needed by your 
soil 
can be 
calculated, and 
fertilizer and 
Ume recommendations can be 
made to take care of the needs 
Involved. As a general rule, 
considerable money is 
re­ 
quired to apply the fertilizer 
and lim e needed for the most 
profitable 
crop yield. Conse­ 
quently, it is very Important 
that you treat the soil in such 
a way as to realize the highest 
possible 
returns from 
the 
money spent. 
It is very important that your 
soil sample be properly taken 
as your soil test and fertlUzer 
and lim e recommendations that 
you receive from the laboratory 
can only be as good as the soil 
sample which you bring to the 
Extension Center for testing. 
Your sample should be taken 
in 
such a way as to represent 
the average fertility conditions 
of your field. Each should not 
represent more than about 20 
to 25 acres for 
best results. 
Separate samples should 
be 
taken for each type of soil in 
the field, for h ill and bottom 
land where both are involved 
in the field, and where a dif­ 
ferent parts 
of the field have 
been fertilized, 
limed, 
or 
cropped differently. 
Each sample should be made 
up of soil taken from different 
Diaces throughout the field or 


that portion of the field to be 
Included in one sample. We sug­ 
gest that soil be taken from at 
least 12 to 15 places throughout 
the field or that portion of the 
field to be Included In 
one 
sample. At each of these places, 
soil should be taken down 
to 
a depth of seven inches. Where 
an 
auger or soil test tube is 
used, this is simply a matter of 
working the auger or ube into 
the soil to a seven inch depth 
and depositing the soil from the 
auger into a pail or other such 
container. If a spade or shovel 
is used, dig a hole seven 
to 


eight inches deep, take a thin 
slice from the side of 
the hole 
down to this depth, and deposit 
the soil into the container. The 
soil taken from all places in the 
field or portion of the field to 
be 
Involved in one 
sample 
should be collected in the con­ 
tainer together. It is very im­ 
portant that the soil be mixed 
thoroughly, and this means that 
it is extremely imporant that 
the soil be well pulverized. In 
case the soil is too wet to pul­ 
verize, 
it should be spread 
out on a clean surface to dry. 


When the soil is dry, pul­ 
verize and mix it w ill, and take 
about a teacup full of this mix­ 
ture for your sample. 
Place 
it in a clean paper bag or oth­ 
er such container, and take it to 
your County University Exten­ 
sion Canter. There, you w ill t>e 
asked for information concern­ 
ing the characteristics of the 
field Including crops 
grown 
during 
the past two 
years, 
fertiliz er and lime applied, and 
yields 
obtained, all of 
which 
w ill be used along with the soil 
test 
to give you the 
best 
possible fertilizer and 
lime 
recommendations. Then, your 
sample along with the

BLOOMFIELD — Soli testing 
activities 
have 
been delayed 
considerably by rainy weather 
for this year, and the spring 
planting season is rapidly ap­ 
proaching. Consequently, far­ 
m ers are urged to have 
soil 
teated as soon as possible now 
so that they will have their fer­ 
tilizer and lime recommenda­ 
tions back fromthe laboratory 
before they need them. During 
the spring rush, two weeks are 
often required from the time 
you bring your soil sample to 
the Extension Center until you 
receive your fertilizer 
and 
tions from the laboratory. 
A soil test is your best guide 
as to the kind of amount 
of 
fertilizer to apply. The fertili­ 
zer that produces the best re­ 
sults 
is the fertilizer 
that 
contains the plant food elements 
needed by your soil. The soil 
test is actually a measurement 
of the plant food content of your 
soil. From this test, the amqunt 
of each plant 
food 
element 
needed by your 
soil 
can be 
calculated, and 
fertilizer and 
lime recommendations can be 
made to take care of the needs 
involved. As a general rule, 
considerable money is 
re­ 
quired to apply the fertilizer 
and lime needed for the most 
profitable 
crop yield. Conse­ 
quently, it is very important 
that you treat the soil in such 
a way as to realize the highest 
possible 
returns from 
the 
money spent. 
It is very important that your 
soil sample be properly taken 
as your soil test and fertilizer 
and lime recommendations that 
you receive from the laboratory 
can only be as good as the soil 
sample which you bring to the 
Extension Center for testing. 
Your sample should be taken 
in 
such a way as to represent 
the average fertility conditions 
of your field. Each should not 
represent more than about 20 
to 25 acres for 
best results. 
Separate samples should 
be 
taken for each type of soil in 
the field, for hill and bottom 
land where both are involved 
in the field, and where a dif­ 
ferent parts 
of the field have 
been fertilized, limet^ 
or 
cropped differently. 
Each sample should be made 
up of soil taken from different 
Places throughout the field or 


that portion of the field to be 
included inone sample. We sug­ 
gest that soil be taken from at 
least 12 to 15 places throughout 
the field or that portion of the 
field to be Included in 
one 
sample. At each of these places, 
soil should be taken down 
to 
a depth of seven inches. Where 
an 
auger or soil test tube is 
used, this is simply a m atter of 
working tl»e auger or ube into 
the soil to a seven inch depth 
and depositing the soil from the 
auger into a pail or other such 
container. If a spade or shovel 
is used, dig a hole seven 
to 


eight Inches deep, take a thin 
slice from the side of the hole 
down to this depth, and deposit 
the soil into the container. The 
soil taken from all places in the 
field or portion of the field to 
be involved in one 
sample 
should be collected in the con­ 
tainer together. It is very im­ 
portant that the soil be mixed 
thoroughly, and this means that 
it is extremely imporant that 
the soil be well pulverized. In 
case the soil is too wet to pul­ 
verize, it should be spread 
out on a clean surface to dry. 


When the soil is dry, pul­ 
verize and mix it will, and take 
about a teacup full of this mix­ 
ture for your sample. 
Place 
it in a clean paper bag or oth­ 
e r such container, and take it to 
your County University Exten­ 
sion Canter. There, you will l»e 
asked for Information concern­ 
ing the characteristics of the

during 
the past two 
years,
